Sending Test 


Human voice was transmitted last 
night by an experiment conducted 
by the Bell Telephone company, more 
than 3400 miles over the wires of 
the Bell systems, thén broadcasted 
over the radio. A speaker in Havana, 
Cuba, spoke into the telephone trans- 
mitter that carried the voice from 
Havana to New York, where it was 
switched west to Chicago and on to 
San Francisco. Six of the great radio 
broadcasting stations of the United 
States received this message from 
the Bell wires so that it was pos- 
sible for Radio gans in all parts of 
the United States to hear this won- 
derful achievement at the time it 
wa® sent out from Havana. 

Claire Horner, local attorney, who 
has one of the most powerful recefv- 
ing stations in this district, was for- 
tunate enough to hear the test. He 
ij was able ‘to get it from San Fran- 
cisco, and.then by a slight turn of a 
small dial was able to hear the 
same speech as it was rebroadcasted 
| from Chicago. Horner Jast evening 
heard concerts from Calgary, Can- 
ada, Los Angeles, Chicago and Port- 
land.
